CONTINUE AT DAYTONA 

Can David slay Goliath and find true 
happiness in 1970? 

Or, did Sears Point really prove that 
two-stroke technology has overcome 
four-cycle cc’s?

fee entitles them to a full program of 
racing, but many times this opportunity 
is taken from the Novice rider due toa 
Poorly organized club, or just a poor 

race program itself, 

The Moto X at Dehesa, Sunday, Octo- 
ber 5, brought about this letter. This is 
not the first time the following has 
happened. This A.M.A, sanctioned race 
was run in the following manner; All 
Expert classes, 3 Moto’s at 5 laps and 
then (supposedly) all Novice classes, 3 
Moto’s at 5 laps. 

By the time practice was over, riders 
meeting complete, track watered down 
and the first Expert Moto began, it was 
about 11:00 a.m. As it was set up at the 
riders meeting, in which there was 
some discontentment expressed, the 
Novices had to wait until 2 p.m. before 
their racing was to start. This makes 
about a five hour wait since most of the 
riders arrive at the track by 9 or 9:30 
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. public health or safety. 
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a.m, for practice and sign up. 

The first series of Moto’s was fine, 
all the Novice classes got their pre- 
established 5 laps. The second Moto was 
cut down to 3 laps, and as the third Moto 
began, the riders were riding directly 
into the sun, which greatly cuts down 
their vision, Also, each class was cut 
down to only 2 laps, This doesn’t give 
anyone a chance to prove his ability on 
the race course. With only two laps in 
the Moto, and poor visibility, the rider 
who was first off the line was the winner. 

The turn out for all Moto X in San 
Diego is great and there are usually 3 
to 4 Novice riders for every Expert, so 
if the clubs haven’t realized it, the Nov- 
ice riders are a majority in supporting 
their clubs. Nevertheless, what do these 
clubs do? They cheat them out of full 
day of racing. To me this just doesn’t 
seem to be fair to a lot of enthusiastic 
riders who support these clubs every 
week-end.

HELMET LAW ILLEGAL IN TWO

the helmet law was unconstitutional with- 
in its borders. . 

Millionaire William Thoreson III of 
San Francisco was convicted in an Ari- 
zona court of riding his cycle without a 
helmet and got the charge and law dis- 
missed in the Superior Court of Judge 
Morris Rozar, Thoreson’s attorney 
proved that the statute violates the 5th 
and 9th amendments of the U.S. Consti-

Almost No-Name- 
At-All Enduro

BIG CEDAR SPRINGS, CAL., Oct. 12, 
1969 — On Columbus Day, October 12th, 
the Explorer Troop #305 from Madera 
held the U-Name-It Enduro; the idea 
being that the overall winner could pick 
any name he wanted for the dnuro next 
year.

The Motocross That Wasn't 


hasn’t rained here in quite a while, the 
conditions could be described as some- 
what dusty. 

Problems began with the enduro from 
the start. The organizers said they didn’t 
expect the 405 riders that signed up, 
and by the 10 a.m. start there were 
bikes, people, and cars everywhere, 
and the limited parking space didn’t help 
the congestion. The race ran smoothly 
to check one which was 31 miles from 
the start, but about eight miles further 
Forest Service officials had removed 
the course markers, causing many rid- 
ers to become lost, The Forest Service 


states that markers were attached to 
trees on the course, which they don’t 
allow. Most people felt it would have 
been wiser to have the Forest Service 
cancel the race at the start, rather than 
cause a number of riders to wander all 
over the hills looking for the course 
markers, 

In addition to this problem with the 
Forest Service, units of the California 
Highway Patrol were stationed on the 
course, on dirt roads, stopping riders 
and ticketing for no license, lights, horn, 
etc, The Forest Service representative 
in Fresno said that the California High- 
way Patrol works with the Forest Ser- 
vice on enduros like these, so perhaps 
those of us who run unlicensed bikes for 
enduros may be in for trouble in the 
future. 
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The enduro ran smoothly until the first check. After that many riders became lost because 
course markers had been removed by forest ranger 
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s who said that they cannot allow markers to 


which means there will be quite a few 
ties. Overall winner, for example, had 
14 people who zeroed the first check, so 
14 people will receive a trophy for 
overall winner, but only one can name 
the event for next year, so Phil is going 
to draw a name from a hat, this being 
the only fair method of selecting an 
overall winner, 

The question of future enduros in this 
area, and probably in California re- 
mains to be seen, The Forest Service 
has stated that certain conditions must 
be met for enduors to be held, including 
spark arrestors, of course, but most 
important, that bikes be street legal to 
run on country roads that are within 
National Forest land. The Forest Ser- 
vice hints that enduros could be run on 
lands that don’t have county roads, but 
the possibility of an enduro of more 
than 25 miles is remote, The question 
of just how many riders are willing to 
run street legal bikes on enduros is 
important; it could mean that enduro 
riding will be rather hard to come by 
in the future.

KIONA, WASH., Oct. 5, 1969 — Motor- 
cycle riders are familiar with their own 
terrain, but I’d like to introduce you to 
our part of the country.

Some sixty or seventy riders paid 
their fee and were warming up their 
bikes, when they realized that the course 
was a bit dry.

FOUR CORNERS, Cal,, Oct. 19, 1969- 
The Buzzards M.C. did everything just 
about perfect. The 30 mile course was 
well marked and the three checks in the 
field were just where they should haye 
been. The rain dance that some of the 
riders did Saturday night in the pits 
didn’t bring out any rain and since the 
desert is dry the race was very dusty. 
Sometimes the visibility was cut to less 
than twenty feet. 

There was a long line of riders ready 
to go at 10 a.m. The starting area was 
in a wide valley with some sushes and a 
lot of solft sand, but no deep gullies, 
so it was a fast and dusty go three miles 
out to the smoke bomb, After the banner 
dropped Steve Holladay grabbed the lead 
at the smoke bomb and Bob Raudman 
was right behind him. 

After the smoke the course ran through 
a wide valley with plenty of room to 
move out of the dust and on to-an out- 
side trail, About two miles out the riders 
came to a wide sandwash and the first 
check, . 

After a left turn they went down the 
five mile fourth gear wash and back into 
the open boondocks, There were two 
rocky hills. Not too bad however, just 
enough to keep riders on their toes, Two 
more checks, a mile lone dry lake, and 
a lot of open dusty trails brought every- 
one back into the pits. 

The leaders were Mike Patrick ona 
Yamaha, Tom Schmid on a Bultaco 
running second and Bill Friant on a 
Husky was third, 

The second loop was real choppy be- 
cause all the riders had dug big holes

on the trail, but it wasn’t quite as dusty

This is the story of the International Six Days Trial as excerpted from the letters sent home by 


Ted Penton. It is a vivid portrayal of the week of fun and agony at Garmisch, Germany, and Ted 
not only tells how it was on a check crew, but he clearly reveals the misery and determination of 


the riders themselves.

Finst Day 


Dear Katie & Crew, 

Hello there, I suppose this will get there 
about the same time we will. However, it will 
show that my thoughts are with you. This 
country and its people have a lot of good and 
a lot of bad, of course the bad probably 
begins with language barrier, and could be 
corrected with our learning to speak German, 

Their children are not pampered or raised 
by any theories or books. They are taught to 
be honest and have respect for others. They 
are brought up with work and never quit all 
their lives. They are a very clean people, 

Our boys look very good except for Dave’s 
Mangenast shoulder, I can’t see how he can 
possibly ride for 6 days, but he says he will. 
The machines are very good, I think we have 
as good equipment as anyone here. 

These mountains have to be the most 
beautiful in the world. They tower over these 
green valleys and seem to support the sky 
above. Little farms blanket the sides of the 
slopes, each with its herd of cattle. In the 
morning they cover the narrow roads as the 
children drive them to and from the pastures, 

We are on Check Point One, high up in the 
Bavarian Alps. The crowds are beginning to 
gather and the excitement is slowly working 
into a frenzy as the time draws near for the 
first rider. They have been on the trail for one 
hour now. LeRoy Winters is No. 71 and the 
first of our team due in. 

The organization these people seem to 
attain is unreal. The local power company 
moved in here before daylight and set up a 
generator for electrics, About 100 VW buses 
line the road, Gas cans are lined up and 
waiting with each group. Water and clean 
cloths are ready to wipe off glasses. The first 
aid kits are laid out, with the Red Cross 
standing by. The checker’s flags are in their 
proper places and the clocks are set up and 
zeroed in by radio, There is very little noise 
for such a large gathering. 

The Number One man is now 8 minutes late 
and no others have showed. Tension seems to 
rise still higher. 

Well, our boys have come and gone now 
and they were all on time as we would expect. 
So were most of the other United States 
riders. This sure is different from the old 
days. These riders have to do all their own 
work. You can give them gas and a drink, but 
no one else is allowed to touch their machines 
for any reason whatsoever. 

The Russians are parked beside us and are 
very well organized, Their equipment is a 
little heavier than ours, but is immaculately 
prepared. Their crew is perfect in every move. 





Each rider does exactly the same thing when 
he rides in, If there is more than one in at one 
time they park their bikes in close formation, 
They speak very little to each other and no 
one gets excited. Their captain stands by to 
check the operation and tell the rider when it 
is his time to check in. 

It is a real laugh in one way because the 
next truck is British and twice as screwed up 
as a band of pigmies trying to catch a greased 
pig. One will grab the rider’s gas cap and 
usually drop it in the mud. Another will stick 
a funnel in the tank that has a spout that is 
too big for the tank. He runs to get something 
else as a third man pours fuel in, The funnel 
falls over and the guy drops the can as he tries 
to catch the funnel. Of course the can drops 
on the foot of the rider who almost drops his 
machine. In the mean time he has his tool 
pack open and the whole mess falls in the 
mud, Somebody stepped on the gas cap and 
bent it so it won't fit the tank. 

About now someone yells that it is time for 
the rider to check in, He pushes his machine 
away with his hands full of tools, He forgets 
his glasses and, one glove. He got no gas, 
except all over his pants, and a smashed toe in 
the bargain, He got no drink or any grease on 
his chain, and the crew are screaming at each 
other as two riders come in and stare 
dumb -founded at this circus, Every rider is a 
new show and a different screw-up. 

The only sad part is that the Russians don’t 
enjoy the humor, They look at the British in 
disgust. About an hour ago there were two 
Triumph riders sitting in the middle of the 
street. They were off their machines and 
greasing their chains. There were a lot of 
machines coming down the street, Now comes 
an old farmer woman on a tractor with five 
kids sitting on the fenders and pulling a little 
trailer. She ‘pushed in the clutch and slowed 
for the meas in the street, Just at the wrong 
moment her foot must have slipped from the 
clutch and she hit one Triumph, It knocked 
the other over. The riders rolled up the street 
and she ran over one rear wheel, the grease 
bucket, and a rider’s helmet. Everyone was 
yelling at the poor woman and her tractor was 
out of control. The kids were laughing and 
seemed to think it was great sport. The 
Russians just shook their heads in disbelief, 
The tractor finally stalled, 


Second Day 


Well, the distant mountains are echoing the 
dying exhausts of a few riders who are 
desperately clinging to a few moments of 
precious time before disqualification. 

The show at this check today did not 
parallel yesterday's in spite of my predictions. 
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One thing: the British must have found a 
private hole of their own as they were not 
near us. I strolled over to the local guest 
house-pub between legs. The poor girl that 
pulled the tap was about to go into orbit. 
There was about 10 different nationalities in 
there trying to make her understand that they 
wanted “den Bier,” One congenial soul told 
me to ask for “Ein Mass Glasse Bier.” Do you 
know that a Mass is over a half gallon? Hey, 
that sure kept me ‘busy for a couple of

Like yesterday, the check I am asigned to is 
in a tiny village. Each check brings new 
experiences, Also, as yesterday there is not 
enough room here for a check, However, this 
breed of people have a knack of making do 
with whatever is at hand, There is a pattern 
each day. Our truck is usually the fourth 
truck to the check out of approximately 75 
pit crews. So we get the pick of whatever 
room there is available. As the rest of them 
dribble in they try to squeeze in where there 
is no room. They back over gas cans and tool 


boxes, They get into arguments continuously,’ 


I can't understand what they are saying but 
by the sound and the way they swing their 
arms they sure get awfully mad at each other, 


Fourth Day 


This is one beautiful day, We drove about 
an hour to get to this check. It is in the valley 
about 45 miles from Garmisch, It is located in 
a field and demonstrates the fact that it is not 
necessary to have a congested city street to 
have a screwed-up check. There must be 20 
acres and everyone bunches together. 

Here comes LeRoy (Winters), 

Yes, it was just as I figured. A real Chinese 
fire drill, From a distance it must sure look 
silly. John (Penton) dropped 7*more today to 
make a total of 10, LeRoy (Winters) had no 
trouble but Bud (Green) has had his

Tt began to rain last night at 6 p.m. and 
continued all night until 5:30a.m. They have 
switched the schedule from A to B (a less 
demanding schedule). This is the second time 
this has been done, We still have not been 
rained on during the day to do us any 
discomfort. 

We are once again in this 20 acre field with 
everyone jammed together as if they planned 
it that way. Dave lost the bearing screw from 
his transmission and it dropped our team to 








about 10th. 

Well, they have all come and gone and all is 
well. However, they said that the trail is much 
worse ahead, Their machines were very 
muddy and the new tires they installed this 
morning are badly worn already from so 
much spinning, 

Their eyes look very tired and they have 


- blisters on their hands. They get off and on 


their machines very slowly now. The trial has 
been long and it is wearing them down, Each 
time they pass their machines look a little 
more battered, 

Behind them lie over a thousand miles 
of hills too steep to walk up, rocks, sand, 
mud, water, and mountain trails,so dangerous 
that goats take detours, Ahead is still over 
200 miles of the roughest terrain, several 
special tests, and a high speed road race. 

The Russians have lost several men, but the 
equipment that is still running looks very 
good, The Swedes are in very good shape and 
of course Jawa with their $5000 works 
machines are right behind the British, 

The commotion in the check today was at a 


ee Sixth Day 


This is the day that everyone has been 
painfully working toward. Our boys looked 
very tired this morning. The officials moved 
the schedule up a half hour today, so on top 
of the blistered hands, battered hips, and 
generally beaten bodies they were cheated out 
of a half hour's sleep. The check crews look 
weary and seem to be anxious for the end. 

The Russians have lost two men now so 
that puts them out. But the Czechs and East 
Germans are still in Gold. Their pit crews are 
very busy and talk to no one else, The British 
are stubbornly holding on to a couple of 
battered entries, 

Here comes Mr. Winters! John (Penton) 
unloaded very badly and was very white in his 


face. He was dragging his right leg. He was on . 


time and rode out on time, but there were 
tears in his eyes—not to mention mine. It 
reminds me, painfully, of the times he has 
been hurt in his life, What an iron man he is. 
How very determined he is to ride until he 
drops. 

We are waiting now for the final event; the 
road race, A doctor wrapped up John’s leg. 
His hip was swollen almost twice its normal 
size. It was hemoraging inside and all black 
and blue, 

There they go and we're heading for the 
barn, It’s all over now except for the many, 
many hours of bench racing. I know our team 
finished in Silver, and Lars Larsen (Penton) 
finished in Gold.

PERRIS, CALIF., Oct. 19, 1969— With a 
hand on the helmet start and a pair of 
blue bikini panties sewed to the starting 
flag, the Powder Puff Association re- 
leased the riders from the starting line. 
Perris’s rough scrambles course was 
used with mass starts for each class 
with races lasting from 10 to 15 laps, 
No one complained about not enough track 
time and those who did ride got in some 
valuable practice for Corriganville, 

The 50cc class was a gas, especially 
down in the gravel pit at one point, It 
was Novice Jack Danenburg (Yamaha) 
who was holding down a beautiful lead 
when he fell off and Kurt Lewis took 
over the lead. Jack was pushing his bike 
attempting to get it going in that rough 
section of the course and hopped on it 
just as Hayward Mendenhall appeared 
and bam, Down they both went but both 
got going again. Lewis had only half a 
lap to go when his bike blew and there 
was Danenburg back in the lead as he 
had passed Mendenhall with Rocky Kav- 
anaugh on a Suzuki coming in for the 
third, 

Wayne Whisenaut (Yamaha) took the 
early lead in the 100 Novice followed by 
John Gallarza (Kawasaki) and Bruce 
Ogilvie (Honda). Ogilvie really got with 
it and made his way up into first spot 
but had the hard luck to have his bike 
tie up three times moving him out of the 
running but a bit of shuffling around be- 
hind by the checkered flag had put 
Gallarza in the lead followed in by 
Wayne, and Bruce Ogilvie. 

One of the best races of the day was 
between K & N Yamaha mounted Steve 
Nichols and Doug Mason on a Kawasaki 
in the 100 Amateur-Expert go. Steve had 
one heck of a time getting past the Ama- 
teur Mason, they were often shoulder to 
shoulder, but unfortunately Mason suf- 
fered mechanical problems later on. 
Ron Powell (Kawasaki) came in for the 
second after an earlier battle with an- 
other ‘Green Streak’’ ridden by Richard 
Sweaney who came in fifth. ScottSivadge, 
again Kawasaki took third with Troy 
McKee (Hodaka) a well-ridden fourth, 

The 125 Amateur-Expert had Steve 
Nichols taking his second win of the day 
over John Rice (Sachs) and Steve Bast 
(Sachs), Al Baker (Yamaha) who should 
have been able to give the leaders areal 
run for their money had the bad luck to 
have his header come off, 

Ron Powell was the hero in the 250 
Amateur class building up a great lead 
off the line for a few laps and then was 
forced to drop out but Craig Cove who 
started dead last off the line on his Ossa 
was up into second place by the end of 
lap one and won over-all. Whee! Doug 
Mason (Kawasaki) took second and Karl 
Wilson (Bultaco) was third. 

The 250 Experts had a good one going. 
Larry Taylor (Bultaco) took the lead 
with Danny Hockie (Ossa) hardafter him, 
Laps progressed and places changed with 
John Rice on the ‘‘World’s Fastest Ya- 
maha’? owned by Sam Crooks moving up 
from a bad start, to pass Larry in the 
gravel pit and pull away. Hockie crashed 
with Al Baker while holding down second, 
moving Taylor up to finishing in second 
and Dave Messer (Bultaco) taking third.

Can you believe hacks on that rough 
course that goes over the mountain? 
They did it, Ernie Aragon and John 
Deurneier (Montesa) got a good lead 
with Meter and Meter (Greeves) in sec- 
ond, and taking over the lead on top of 
the mountain.

NEW YORK — This morning I was fol- 
lowing my friend Phill Niblock through 
the crash of downtown sidewalks to 
Phill’s office. In an. intersection a mo- 
torcyclist was trying to squeeze through 
traffic. 

The rider was going between cars and 
making good progress, until he was con- 
fronted with two vehicles too close for 
him to continue — or so it appeared to 
us. But the rider was undaunted, He 
changed down his ratty Superhawk and 
charged into the space between thecars. 

He bounced off first the side of one 
car, then the other, The engine wrapped 
up a bit, and he was through. 

We shook our heads at this maneuver. 
It was dangerous to being with, and the 
streets were slick with rain. 

But the move was credible in this 
dense, complex, , crushing city. Here 
tension is a way of life, and the motor- 
cyclist simply responded in the pre- 
valent style. When the space got tight, 
he didn’t wait, He pressured through. 

New York: It’s a rough place. 

In this tough environment, the motor- 
cycle, is surviving quite well. It is 
gradually become more popular for a 
number of reasons, 

A car is impractical here. It costs a 
lot to buy, and then it must be garaged, 
It cannot be parked on the street because 
of towaway laws. 

Leased space for a year in a com- 
mercial garage costs $750, Insurance 
rates are also high, and insurance is 
compulsory. Then there is the New York 
traffic. It is terrible — period. To ride 
in a car is to get stuck, 

Our friend, Phill Niblock, is a film- 
maker and photographer. His only per- 
sonal transportation is a Yamaha 350, 

We met Phill in Oberlin, Kansas, when 
he was returning from a trip to the 
West Coast. Aboard his bike Phill car- 
ried a good amount of photo and movie 
gear. His trip was both a vacation and 
working journey. The film he shot along 
the way is now going into his work, 

For Phill the Yamaha is a means to 
get out of New York. This is important 
when business requires him to travel, 
It is also important to him personally: 
at times it is good for one’s health to 
leave the abrasions of the city, 

Without personal transportation, get- 
ting out of the city is difficult and ex- 
pensive. Public conveyances are great 
for getting about inside the city, but 
escaping is a different story. 

Phill pays $180 a year to garage his 
bike. Parking lot fees and insurance 
are lower, too. So are tolls for bridges, 
tunnels and ferrys, 

In traffic the-bike is by far the super- 
ior vehicle. When cars stop, a motor- 
cycle still finds room to continue, even 
if the rider is more cautious than the 
one we viewed this morning. 

Service costs a lot for both bikes and 
ears, It is difficult finding a place to do 
your own servicing. 

But certainly the New York difficul- 
ties are more easily overcome by the 
motorcycle owner. In Phill’s case, he 
can bring his Yamaha in to his office 
if he first empties it of gasoline (to 
comply with fire laws.) 

Ownership of any kind of vehicle in 
New York has its drawbacks, But the 
drawbacks are much worse for the car 
owner than the motorcyclist.

Larry Shaw on a Bultaco jumped to 
the lead in the 250 FT, with Irwin Moon 
second on a Bultaco, and Larry Stapleton 
on a Yamaha third. Jim Raymond ona 
125 Yamaha stole third from Stapleton 
and’ the finish line saw Shaw, Moon, 
Raymond and Stapleton in that order. 

On the first lap of the 250 TT Larry 
Shaw, Irwin Moon and Jim Raymond took 
a sightseeing tour off the track which 
left Larry Stapleton in first and Dave 
Riggs in second. Riggs pulled Stapleton 
a few laps from the finish and stayed 
there to take the win on a Yamaha, leav- 
ing Stapleton second on a Yamaha, Jack 
Vaughn third on an Ossa and Rick Trait 
fourth also on an Ossa. 

The 125 FT Main was a real thriller 
as Jim Raymond on a Yamaha held off 
Scott Autrey on his screamin’ twin. 
Autrey managed to squeeze by Raymond 
once, but Jim reclaimed first spot on

COSTA MESA, CAL., Oct.-17, 1969 — 
Sanctioned by the F.I,M, as an Extra- 
National event due to the appearance of 
Scottish rider Bert Harkins, Friday 
night’s show at the fairgrounds track was 
worth every penny of admissionat Hark- 
ins, who is Captain of the Coatbridge 
Monarch’s Team, is one of the top 
speedway racers in Scotland, Bart had 
little trouble adapting to the much small- 
er track but he did have a problem find- 
ing the right groove for his best way 
around, He had many opportunities to try 
the track as he was matched three times 
against American riders as well as 
competing in the regular program. 


Bill Cody missed a transfer to the main 
but learned a new sliding position, 


His first ride of the evening was in 
the Handicap program where he missed 
out by only finishing fourth, which left 
him only the Scratch program to make 
it in, As Bert was handicapped to the 50- 
yard line with Woods on his first run, it 
was a little too much to ask for his first 
time out. Before his scratch heat, Hark- 
ins was pitted against DeWayne Keeter 
in a two-lap match race which Keeter 
won although Bert was right on his rear 
wheel the entire way. 

In his Scratch heat, Harkins was able 
to hold his lead over Larry Heinselman 
for the win as Bill Cody and Stu Morley 
both fell down. Bert was next matched 
against Rick Woods and again finished 
a close second in the 2-lap encounter, 

In the second Scratch Semi-main, 
Woods got a little over-anxious on the 
line and blasted through the tapes to be 
disqualified, Using the flag to start, the 
starter then had to send Eddie Mulder to 
the pits as Eddie jumped the gun before 
the starter even raised the flag. This 
left only John Carter and Steve Bast 
who took an easy ride for the race to 
save their engines as John stayed in 
front all the way and Steve finished 
second at an easy pace, 

After this race, Woods came out to the 
infield and tried to get a restart on the

grounds that Bast also inched across the 
line when he blasted through the tapes 
and should be disqualified, not realizing 
that if Steve had been disqualified, the 
only rider eligible for the re-start would 
have been Carter. His tactics proved as 
futile as Ron Miller’s were the previous 
week and many of the fans were disen- 
chanted with his efforts to get are-start 
as he had so obviously deserved to be 
disqualified by virtue of jumping about 
20 feet ahead of the starting line and 
taking all three starting tapes with him, 
It somehow seemed unfair to try to get 
another rider disqualified to try to get 
back in the race, 

The next match race was a Harkins- 
Bast duel with Steve following the ex- 
ample set by Woods and Keeter and lead- 
ing Bert across the finish line, As Woods 
and Bast were both in the Scratch Main, 
the fans were going to see them fight 
it out, There is getting to be quite a 
rivalry on the track between these two 
since Bast has yet to beat Woods in a 
race since Steve copped the champion- 
ship, In fact, the night of the Champion- 
ship Rick beat Steve in the one race they 
were matched in, but Bast wononpoints, 
Since then it has been a constant battle 
between these two top riders and will 
probably continue right down to the last 
race of the season, A look at the record 
books tells us that the last time Steve 
Bast took a win over Rick Woods was in

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH Oct, 12, 1969 
-—The CMA moved back to its old piece 
of land on the west side of Salt Lake for

The two 
remained’ locked together sliding towards 
turn two, Edwards was examined at the 
track but did not take the trip in the 
ambulance, 

The Novice class also supplied an- 
other comical note in yet another heat 
race when one rider tried too hard to 
pass another, After a series of bar- 
banging the two became locked together 
after going over the jump. 

One Novice tried to break loose by 
kicking at his new partner’s machine. 
The result was that his skid-shoe be- 
came locked in and the two were dragging 
each other all over the course, Finally, 
the rider with the extra ski-shoe on his 
machine, tried swerving to break loose. 
This flung the rider that belonged to the 
shoe off the machine in a ‘‘Crack the 
Whip” type spill, Both riders eventually 
ended up on the ground, unhurt, Another 
chapter in the life of a Novice rider, 

For the second time in three weeks 
John Hateley put it all together and came 
up the winner in the heat and eight lap 
final, Previous winner, Jim Raymond, 
tried hard all the way but could not touch 
Hateley this time out, 

Point leader Tod Sloane, Fresno, con- 
tinued to have his problems. A week ago 
it was a spill and this time mechanical 
troubles knocked him out during the first 
lap of the heat race. Hateley, on the 
basis of consistent riding and winning, 
had now forced the Novice point battle 
right down to the final few Friday nights.

MANAHAWKIN, N.J., Sept. 28—This year’s 
Sandy Lane 135 Mile National Enduro was no 
milkrun. Paul Brumfield, the man who laid 
out the course is suspected to be a sadist, for 
it was near-impossible for man and bike—and 
besides, he laid it out on a Harley K. It rained 
badly the night before, and six miles out the 
riders were sent into a terrible swamp. Here a 
third of the entries dropped out. Many were 
quitting and returning before half the entry 
had been flagged off. 

At the next critical section—about 40 miles 
out—the course markers disappeared, and it 
was learned later that haunters had torn them 
down the night before. From here to the 
noon check the run disentigrated as about a 
hundred riders, including John Penton, lost as 
much as a half hour thrashing around in the 
cranberry thickets looking for the course. 
Then trailblazers replaced the markers for the 
remaining riders, leaving unfair advantage on 
the morning section. Some riders complained 
about this, feeling that morning trailblazers 
should have replaced the markers in the first 
place, or that once they were down they 
should remain down. 

Manahawkin, the location of the noon 
check, is about 30 miles from the Atlantic, 
and from there the riders headed west for 
about 20 miles of relatively easy riding over 
beach sand. Then came infamous Pope Creek, 
the section that eliminated half the riders last 
year. This year it was easier if you just turned 
up the wick. 

Bob Fusan, the overall winner, riding a 250 
6-port Husky, is a fantastic though not flashy 
rider. He was seen hitting foot-deep mud at 
60 miles per hour, holding the grip on, 
twisting all over the saddle to maintain 
balance. 

Though there was no Bantam A class due to 
a lack of entries, the run turned riders away as 
the 400 entry limit was surpassed.
